1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of claim 1 specifically the annular wall and cover both having an 
opening for the wire. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sivertsen teaches a signal wire passing through an annular 
wall but no end of the connector that is threaded and no cover with opening for the 
wire. Archuleta teaches a threaded end and signal wire but no RCA connector and 
no protruded metal lead from center of annular wall. Henry et al teaches a 
threaded end but no signal wire and no annular wall (see attached dictionary 
definition of annular). Isobe et al teaches a threaded end, signal wire and video 
equipment but no cover or annular wall. Ditzig teaches a signal wire and annular 
wall but no threaded end and no protruded metal lead from annular wall. Tubbs 
teaches a threaded end, a signal wire, a protruded annular wall with lead but no 
cover and the metal lead does not protrude from a center of the wall.
